1 . The examiner of this application in the PTO has changed. To aid in 
correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this 
application should be directed to ILIA OUSPENSKI, Group Art Unit 1644, Technology 
Center 1600. 



2. Claims 1, 3-14, 16-34, 36, 38-40 and 48-69 are pending. 

3. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1 , 3-14, 16-25, 34, 66 
and 67 drawn to a polynucleotide, a transformed cell, and a method for producing IgM 
comprising culturing the transformed cell) in the reply filed on 08/08/2008 is 
acknowledged. 

Applicants further elected the species (A) eukaryotic cells, (B) CAG promoter, 
and (C) SEQ ID NO:3. 

Claims 26 - 33, 36, 38 - 40, 48 - 65, and 68 - 69 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the Examiner, under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .142(b), as being drawn to 
nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claims 1, 3-14, 16-25, 34, 66 and 67 are presently under consideration. 

4. Upon further consideration, an additional species election is required, as set 
forth herein. The Examiner apologizes to Applicant for any inconvenience in this matter. 
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Species Election 

5. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 , for 
the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Applicant is required to elect a species wherein the vector: 

A. comprises a nucleotide sequence encoding an IgM J chain (e.g. claim 10); or 

B. does NOT comprise a nucleotide sequence encoding an IgM J chain (e.g. 
claim 19). 

These species do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

6. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141.
